RUSSIAN PERFIDY ' 

_ 

British rejection of -the Anglo-Rus- 
sian treaty is fully justified by the 
mischievious meddling of Zinovieff, 
says the Vancouver Sun. 

It would have been a good thing for 
Russia, Britain and the world, had it 
been possible to resume trade rela¬ 
tions with the former country. Noth¬ 
ing woud have knocked the perverted 
political notions out of Russian heads 
so quickly as to have again rubbed 
shoulders with the world in a com¬ 
mercial way. But so long as Russia 
continues her campaign of bolshevist 
propoganda, such recognition and in¬ 
tercourse are impossible. Nobody can 
make friends with a rattlesnake so 
long as he insists on using his poison 
fangs. There can be little doubt to¬ 
day that the Zinovieff letter was gen¬ 
uine, and a deliberate attempt to pol¬ 
lute British labor. Zinovieff has long 
been an enemy of Britain and every¬ 
thing British. Pudgy, unkempt apd 
dirty, he typifies all that is worst in 
the Soviet regime. He has been the 
originator of most of the brutality, 
most of the wholesale murder and 
most of the international plots that 
have birth in Moscow. He is an ene¬ 
my of civilization. So long as he and 
his type remain in control, the less 
the world has to do with Russia, the 
better for the world. 

REVENUE FROM AUTO TAX 

Alberta automobile owners have 
been doing their bit during the year 
now drawing to a close in keeping the 
provincial government in spending 
money. Through the medium of li¬ 
cense plates and the two cents a gallon 
tax on gasoline the government will 
derive over $1,100,000 in revenue. The 
income from 47,500 motor vehicles li¬ 
censed this year will reach $860,000, 
as compared with $742,000 last year. 
The gasoline tax will yield at least 
$280,000, or approximately $40,000 
more than in 1923. The number of 
motor vehicles licensed last year 
reached only 41,933. The revenue 
from the amusement tax may fall 
slightly under the total of $203,000 
obtained from this source in 1923. 
The amount will, however, exceed 
$200,000, this being derived entirely 
from the theatres and similar enter¬ 
tainments. In 1923, $5,000 was taken 
in from circus organizations, which 
did hot include Alberta in their itiner¬ 
ary this year. 


THE RIGHT KIND OF TOYS 

Whatever kind of toys you give 
your children this Christmas will have 
a direct and deep effect on their fut¬ 
ure. All children are imitative. If 
you swear around a young child, that 
child will learn to Swear. The way 
their imagination and imitative facul¬ 
ties are led or misled in the first five 
years of life determines, to a great 
extent, their character artd : tendencies 
when they grow up. 

The kind of toys you give your 
children will react upon their imitative 
faculties and stir their imagination. 

Do not give them toys that suggest 
war. Toy soldiers, cannons, guns, 
swords and uniforms suggest war. 
And worst of all, they suggest war as 
a sport, a game. The child that gets 
that kind of an impression in early 
life will hold it forever, says the Van¬ 
couver Sun. The market is crowded 
with constructive tpys. Trains, build¬ 
ing blocks, mechanical devices of all 
kinds and, above all, athletic and other 
equipment that keeps the child out of 
doors—these are the things that build 
healthy minds and bodies. If you 
want the next generation to be work¬ 
ers of peace, producers, not destroyers 
don’t give children military play¬ 
things.. 

SHOP EARLY 

Buying Christmas gifts ought to be 
an enjoyable undertaking because it 
is done with the idea of giving plea¬ 
sure to others. Unfortunately, how¬ 
ever, it often resolves itself into a 
tiring, nerve-racking business. When 
this happens it is usually because the 
shopping has not been carefully plan¬ 
ned beforehand. Unless a list is made 
of the persons for whom you intend to 
purchase presents, and some idea in¬ 
dicated of the amount of money you 
wish to spend on each one and the 
kind of article you mean to buy, chaos 
and disappointment are sure to result. 

Few women have unlimited money 
to spend, and, therefore, they have to 
see how they can make the most of 
what, they have, to study the shop 
windows and displays, and advertise¬ 
ments so that they will have some 
idea of values and prices. Once the 
list is made it is a good idea to carry 
it about with you in your purse, so 
that if you happen unexpectedly to 
see something that will suit your 
husband or one of your children or 
your friends, you can buy it right 
away and triumphantly cross the name 
off the list. A gift- that is chosen as 
the result of observation, and, there¬ 
fore, fills a need or gratifies a wish, 
is always the most appreciated—even 
though the monetary worth may be 
slight. When possible it is advisable 
to write down alternative suggestions 
on your list, as by so doing you may 
save yourself time and trouble. An¬ 
other time-saving notion is to group 
together on your list all the articles 
that would be obtained in the same 
department or the same shop. 

“Shop early” is a slogan of the 
Christmas shopping season, and one 
which is worth putting into practice. 
By so doing you avoid rush, receive 
the best attention, a wider choice of 
goods, and cpn accomplish twice as 
much in half the time.

Manufacturers fix definite 
selling prices before they start con¬ 
certing the raw materials. Merchants 
follow a definite plan of cost plus 
profit.

A few far¬ 
mers—more than a million of them, in 
fact—are taking the accident out of 
marketing. Tobacco growers, cotton 
growers, and western fruit growers 
are included in the million. Members 
of the Arizona Pimacotton growers 
.are_-a.elling their crops on a definite 
plan with a large part of the accident 
removed. These million farmers know; 
before they plow that they will receive 
the season’s average price.—The As¬ 
sociated Arizona/Produccr. 

Orders now wing received from 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan for 
Drumheller coal are heavier than at 
any time this season, according to rep¬ 
resentatives of the mines who were in 
Winnipeg over last week-end. Owing 
to the fact that stocks in Winnipeg 
and elswhere have become low, there 
are enough orders on hand to keep the 
mines busy all month. Up to the 8th 
shipments for December averaged be¬ 
tween 12,000 and 13,000 tons per day,a 
new record; while during November, 
7,200 cars were shipped from the 
Drumheller field over the Canadian 
National line*.

COST OF LEGISLATORS 

The statement made by Premier 
Ferguson of Ontario that Canada pays 
more per capita of population for the 
upkeep of her politicians than any 
other English speaking country has 
struck public attention. It is probably 
true that she pays more in this re- j 
spect than any democratic country.; 
Here is her bill in the Dominion field 
alone:

$16,000 and 17 at $10,000, 
plus sessional indemnity

Nine lieutenant-governor^, 
salaries ranging from nine 
to seven thousand dollars 81,000

The combined total cost for the 
whole, in a single year is $2,922,900, 
or approximately 35 cents per head 
of population per annum. ’ 

If you live indoors most of the time 
and do not take precautions as to the 
conditions of the air therein, your 
home may be designed as a miniature 
“Death Valley.” In the average house 
which is heated artificially there is a 
great absence of moisture, which is 
absolutely necessary for health and a 
great conserver of coal. It has been 
demonstrated that living rooms heated 
by steam to a temperature of 72 con¬ 
tain a relative humidity as low as 23 
degrees, which is as dry as Death Val¬ 
ley. There is a tendency to overheat 
as we feel chilly when there is a lack 
of humidity. This is due to the fact 
that dry atmosphere causes rapid 
evaporation upon the surface of our 
bodies and has a cooling effect. We 
may therefore feel as though we re¬ 
quire heat while the temperature of 
the room may be over 70. The human 
body therefore is a very unreliable in¬ 
strument to depend upon for judging 
such subtle things as the temperature 
of rooms, and a reliable thermometer 
should be in every home. It is the 
house fueling guide, and is to the coal 
conserver what the speedometer is to 
the autoist. If we can evaporate 
enough water indoors to raise the hu¬ 
midity to 50 or 75 per cent., we 
may burn much less coal and reduce 
the temperature to 65. This would 
not only be more comfortable, but 
more healthful.

SERUM FORALBERTA 

What will probably prove to be one 
of the? most far-reaching and effective 
steps ever taken by the provincial De¬ 
partment of Agriculture for the im¬ 
provement of livestock in the Province 
was consummated this week, following 
extended negotiations carried on by 
Hon. Gea. Hoadley, Minister of Agri¬ 
culture, bji the arrival from the Past¬ 
eur Institute at Paris, France, of a 
sample of the Calmette culture, evol¬ 
ved by Prof. Calmette of the above 
institution, for the inocculation of 
young cattle aga’inst tuberculosis. This 
culture is being turned over to the 
laboratory at the University for mul¬ 
tiplication, so that a quantity of thci 
culture can be obtained for use in 
making tests in the Province. It was 
a newspaper article, published first in 
the New York press, and reproduced 
in The Edmonton Journal last July, 
which first brought the now famous 
Calmette culture to the attention of 
the Provincial Minister of Agriculture. 
Shortly after his return from Eng¬ 
land, he saw the article mentioned, and 
immediately wrote to Dr. Calmette at 
the Pasteur Institute, asking if it; 
would be possible to obtain a culture 
for use in Alberta tests. Dr. Calmette 
replied, offering, free of charge, a seed 
culture for this purpose, provided the 
tests would be conducted under the di¬ 
rection of properly accredited labora¬ 
tory authorities. Mr. Hoadley immed¬ 
iately wired accepting the culture un¬ 
der the terms mentioned, and this 
week, the culture arrived. Mr Hoad¬ 
ley in writing later to Dr. Calmette, 
expressed his gratitude at the gener¬ 
ous offer to provide the seed culture 
free of charge, and stated tjiat the 
culture could be developed at the Uni¬ 
versity which was recognized by the 
Rockefeller Institute, and that all test 
work would be under the direction of 
Dr. Talbot, of the Agricultural Depart¬ 
ment. Alberta is very fortunate in 
having been able to procure the cul¬ 
ture, and so far as is known, this is 
the only place on the American con¬ 
tinent to secure the culture thus far. 

REGISTERED SEED 

Yields of grain can, be increased 
through the use of registered seed. 
Good grain, like good stock, tends to 
reproduce itself. The importance of 
careful selection is, therefore, appar¬ 
ent to every farmer desirous of. in¬ 
creasing the returns from his annual 
operations. The seed being used in 
Southern Alberta is improving. A vis¬ 
ible change for-the better has been go¬ 
ing on the last few years. In our po¬ 
tato crop this is strikingly shown. 
Our potatoes are far superior to-day 
than they were five years ago. Edu¬ 
cation, sponsored by the government, 
potato growers’ association, and the 
alertness of individual growers has 
left its mark on the marketable stocks 
of potatoes this season. A good per¬ 
centage of the crop will grade Cana- 
! dian “A”, the spuds that will bring 
j fancy prices. The use of registered 
I seed wheat is also rapidly increasing 
j in Alberta. The provincial govern- 
I ment is doing much to encourage the 
! distribution of better seed and it is 
having a transforming effect in many 
j districts. The hardness, can be picked 
out readily. The heavier cr.op is also 
apparent in contrast with the poorer 
stands on fields seeded with “scrub” 

] seed. J. W. Lucas, of Cayley, is a 
farmer who has had remarkable suc¬ 
cess with registered seed. Mr. Lucas, 
a winner at the Chicago International 
; writing in the last “Farm News Let¬ 
ter,” a valuable little publication of 
the Canadian Bank of Commerce, has 
this to say about registered seed: 

There is no doubt that the average 
farmer is doing his best to produc.e 
while the world is demanding more 
food. With the present high cost of 
labor, each farmer should u^e the best 
seed available; namely, registered 
seed. This can now be purchased I 
cheaply from the Alberta government 
cleaning plant at Edmonton, the Sas¬ 
katchewan Registered tSeed Growers’ 
association at Regina, or from the 
Canadian Seed Growers’ association 
at Ottawa. While not increasing his 
acreage, the grower would increase 
his yield per acre of wheat by five 
bushels only, it would mean that Can¬ 
ada would have harvested in 1923, an 
additional yield of 102,904,530 bushels. 
The value of this increase would have 
been $67,916,989. A careful test on 
any farm will convince the most scep¬ 
tical that the proper selection, grad¬ 
ing and testing of seed grain will pay 
well. The writer has been able to in¬ 
crease his yields by breeding up and 
hand-selection of heads, and has pro¬ 
duced 70% bushels per acre on a 100 - 
acre field and 67% bushels on an av¬ 
erage on all his wheat fields in 1923. 
The variety used was Marquis wheat, 
the foundation of stock ofwhich came. 
originally from the College of Agri¬ 
culture, Edmonton.

Interesting Article Covering Activities 
of the High River Air Station for 
the Past Season 


The R.C.A.F. has nearly completed 
another year’s successful operations' 
from the Air Station at High River, j 
As in the past, forest patrols in the 
Crow’s Nest, Bow River and Clear- j 
water Reserves have Deen the main 
features of the work, and as in 1923,' 
the fire hazard has beqn low owing to 
the prevalence of wet weather. A tot¬ 
al of 362 hours, 30 minutes flying for 
As protection was, carried out during 
1924. Every fire occurring in the area 
covered has promptly been reported 
and action taken within a very short 
time of its outbreak to deal with it. 
Only negligible areas were burnt with¬ 
in the Reserves and it is safe to say 
that in no forests in Canada is the fire 
hazard under better control than in 
those on the eastern slopes of the 
Rocky Mountains in Southern Alberta. 
The number of flying hours depends 
entirely on the fire hazard. Useless 
flying is discouraged at all times and 
patrols are only undertaken when, in 
the opinion of the District Forest Offi¬ 
cer the conditions are such that danger 
from fires may be apprehended. Dur¬ 
ing wet or snowy weather, patrols are 
discontinued in the interests of econ¬ 
omy. The flying time for the past two 
years cannot be compared with that of 
1922, when continuous fire hazard ex¬ 
isted for many months, owing to an 
extremely dry season. The moral ef¬ 
fect of these patrols is very great. 
The daily passage over their heads of 
the patrol aeroplanes is a constant re¬ 
minder to the residents, trappers and 
tourists travelling in the district, that 
fire menace is always with them and 
that the greatest precautions must be 
observed against allowing camp or 
brush disposal fires to spread. 

All forest patrol aircraft are fitted 
pilots may communicate any untoward 
incidents noticed during their flights. 
Much work has been done at High Ri¬ 
ver Air Station in conjunction with 
the Royal Canadian Corps of Signals 
for the development of a practical 
system of aerial wireless telephony. 
This system is used at High River in 
preference to Morse Code signalling. 
Though it is easier to maintain com¬ 
munication by the latter system, yet, 
provided satisfactory results can be 
obtained from the use of telephones, 
they are infinitely preferable to Morse. 
The experimental work carried on at 
High River during the past few years 
has resulted in the production of sets 
by which reliable communication can 
be maintained over distances up to 
nearly 200 miles from aircraft in 
flight to the base. Pilots on patrol re¬ 
port by phone every fifteen minutes 
their exact position so that the station 
is always kept advised of the location 
of each aircraft and any information 
as to conditions in the reserves is thus 
reported without delay At present, 
only one-way communication is used, 
that is, the aircraft speaks to the re¬ 
ceiving station at High River but does 
not receive messages while in the air. 
Experimental work is now being con¬ 
tinued with a view to two-way com¬ 
munication, so that information may 
al/o be conveyed to the pilot during 
ma flight. The aircraft by this means 
are in constant communication with 
their base which is in turn linked up 
with the ground telephone system of 
the forestry service. This connects 
all ranger stations with their head¬ 
quarters in Calgary. Warning can 
therefore be transmitted fiom the air 
instantaneously of any incipient fires 
noticed. The general scheme of pro¬ 
cedure in the fire detection patrols is 
for the aircraft to leave the base at 
High River in the morning and pro¬ 
ceed over the forest reserves to sub¬ 
bases in the northern and southern 
districts at Eckville and Pincher Creek 
refuel there, and return during the af- 
'tbmoon. The whole district is thus 
brought under observation twice daily, 
in the morning and evening. The 
Waterton National Park is included* in 
the area patrolled each day. 

The programme of photographic 
operations undertaken from this sta¬ 
tion has been increased greatly during 
the past season, with the development 
of aerial surveying. An area of no 
less than 9,000 square miles was pho¬ 
tographed this season by the High Ri¬ 
ver aircraft. This work done in con¬ 
junction with the topographical Sur¬ 
vey of Canada, who are responsible 
for the ground work required to con¬ 
trol the pictures, the plotting of the 
maps, and their printing. These oper¬ 
ations called for 226 hours flying dur¬ 
ing which vertical photographs of 3600 
square miles were taken. The remain¬ 
ing area was covered by means of 
oblique pictures. Certain small areas 
were covered by both types of photo¬ 
graphs, with a view to comparing the 
results of the two methods of working. 
These operations included the work in 
the Edmonton, Calgary, Wainright 
and Chip Lake districts. The result¬ 
ing photographs are now being plotted 
in the drawing offices of the Topo¬ 
graphical Survey of Canada and on 
them will be based the revised maps 
of these districts. - Practical surveyors 
are enthusiastic as to the benefits 'of 
using aerial photogiaphy for this 
work. With the photographs to guide 
them, their ground work is reduced by 
more than half, while the results they 
obtain are more complete and accurate 
than can be got by the most minute 
ground surveys, whose expenses ren¬ 
der them out of the question, when 
the large areas to be mapped in Can¬ 


ada are considered. The Fairchilds 
camera is used and is standard 
throughout the service for this class 
of work. It is an automatic film cam-j 
era: each magazine holds a roll of 75 
ft. of film, sufficient for about 1261 
separate exposures each 7 in.x9 in. It 
is automatically operated, the shutteri 
being opened and closed automatically,) 
and the film being wound by the same 
mechanism. This can be set to give | 
different internals between exposures, 1 
as required by the speed and height 
of the machine, the overlap required 
by the pictures, and the length of the 
lens of the camera. The advance of 
aerial photography and methods of its 
employment are shown by the fact 
that in an unfavorable season of four 
months, with one aircraft, an area 
larger than that photographed on the 
western front during the war in Ane 
year by a very large number of air¬ 
craft, was photographed successfully. 

The greatest interest in the work 
was shown by the inhabitants of the 
district in which aircraft were work¬ 
ing. Willing assistance was given by 
them at all times; farmers lent their 
fields as landing grounds and the 
people of every district showed, by 
their hospitality and kindness to the 
personnel of the Air Force, that they 
appreciated the presence of the air¬ 
craft and the value of the work they 
were doing. The whole-hearted co¬ 
operation of the ground forces of the 
forest and survey services has helped 
the Air Force very greatlj. Without 
this, the operations could not succeed. 
All ranks of the Air Force appreciate 
very much the assistance which they 
have received in their work from j 
every section of the country. The 
work^ie not without hazard jLs the 
country in many parts of western Al¬ 
berta is not particularly suited for 
flying. Landing grounds in the forests 
reserves are few and.'for between; and 
the operations often entail long flights 
of as much as 60 to 100 miles before 
the scene of the actual work can be 
reached. In the more settled districts 
of the prairie, the work is easier as 
good landing grounds are almost

work. While the forest patrols are 
continuous throughout the season of

Photographic work in 
the heart of the mountains is some¬ 
times called for. There the scene pre¬ 
sents nothing on all sides but tumbled 
masses of rock, snow and ice, with 
deep valleys lying between the ranges 
and flying becomes at times anything 
but easy and calls for nerve and stead¬ 
iness of the first order. 

Flying for other Departments is 
practically completed by the end of No¬ 
vember but it must not be imagined 
that the winter season is not a busy 
one. During the summer when all 
the aircraft are flying, little opportun¬ 
ity occurs for the overhaul of the air¬ 
craft and engines. This must be done 
during the winter months and every¬ 
thing must be in very good drder for 
the beginning of the next flying sea¬ 
son. Then too there are winter flying 
tests and experimental work in the 
operation of engines and aircraft in 
coldweather. High River is particu¬ 
larly suitable for this and much valu¬ 
able work has been done there. 

All the work at High River for the 
last four ye^rs has been carried out 
with “E H 4B” aeroplanes. These 
were used as long distance bombers 
during the war. After four years con¬ 
tinual service, the old aircrafts are 
approaching the end of their useful 
life. Five new aircraft of a lighter' 


type, costing less, and lesa expensive 
to oporate, will be introduced next 
year for fire patrol duty. The new 
aircraft are of the “Avro” type, fitted 
with Wolesley “Viper” 210 h.p. en¬ 
gines. These are now being tested on 
the station and will be available at the 
beginning of next season. With them 
and some further aircrafts, it is hoped 
to buy next year, the Air Force ex¬ 
pects to be able to meet the demands 
of the Forest and National Park ser¬ 
vices, for an increase in the area pa¬ 
trol by the addition of the northern 
part of the Clearwater forest reserve; 
and also to extend the patrolled area 
westward to cover the Banff National 
Park. A programme of , extension 
over a period pf years has been ap¬ 
proved in principle by the Government 
under which it is hoped, in the course 
of a few years, to cover the whole 
forest area in Alberta stretching 
northward from the international 
boundary along the foot-hills; and, 
eventually, to link these patrols up 
with the area now covered in Manito¬ 
ba, of extending the operations then 
westward, through Saskatchewan and 
northern Alberta. This forest area 
forms a huge horseshoe, commencing 
at the Lake of the Woods and stretch¬ 
ing northward on the eastern shore of 
Lake Winnipeg and swinging east 
through the forest country between 
the prairie and the Churchill River 
across to the valley of the Athabaska, 
and thence south along the foot-hill 
forests. Within a few years it is 
hoped that the whole area may be 
covered by air patrols. The program¬ 
me of photographic operations too will 
mean greater activity and a full 
season’s work. One pnotographic air¬ 
craft will be constantly on this duty 
from High River. The High River 
Unit is under command of Squadron 
Leader, A. L. Cuffe. The Adjutant of 
the Station is Flying Officer G. A. 
Mercer; and the pilots on the staff are 
Flight Lieutenant A. A. Leitch, M.C.f 
D.F.Q., Flying Officer A. Carter, M.M. 
Flying Officer E. G. Fullerton, Flying 
Officer C. H. Dickens, D.F.C; Pilot 
Officer N. E. Sharpe, M.C., is Equip¬ 


ment Officer, and the photographic of¬ 
ficer is Pilot Officer C. C. Walker. The 
strength of the Unit is 8 officers and 
23 N.C.(j>’a and men. 

In accordance with the policy of the 
Air Force to give its personnel every 
opportunity of becoming efficient in 
the many phases of their duty by giv¬ 
ing variety of work and courses of in¬ 
struction when opportunity offers; 
there will be' a number of changes 
made this winter. Squadron Leader 
command. Flying Officer Mercer is 
proceeding shortly to Vancouver Air 
Station to take over, temporarily, the 
duty of Adjutant during a course of 
seaplane training to be held there this 
winter. Flight Lieut. Leitch is being 
transferred to Camp Borden and from 
there is going to England to take a 
special course in Armament and Gun¬ 
nery at Eastchurch, one of the Royal 
Air Force establishments. Arrange¬ 
ments have been completed with the 
United States Army Air Service so 
that Flying Officer Carter may be giv¬ 
en an Instructor’s course in the use of 
parachutes at Chanute Field, Rantoul, 
ill. Flying Officers Fullerton and 
Dickens are being attached temporar¬ 
ily to Camp Borden for duty at the 
R.C.A.F. Training Depot therey L*ilot 
Officer Walker will go" to Otfawa in 
January for a special course of in¬ 
struction in Aerial Surveying and 
Photography for photographic officers 
who will be afforded, by courtesy of 
the Topographical' Survey of Canada, 
every opportunity of studying their 
methods of mapping from aerial pho¬ 
tographs and gaining knowledge of 
the requirements of the Survey Ser¬ 
vice.

Now they are asking why Britain 
did not call the League of Nations* 
into the Egyptian squabble. The 
League cannot be called into every 
affair* It wasn’t even called into our 
Church Union rumpus. 

The* cost of maintaining the rail¬ 
ways in the Peace River district and 
extending the service to settlers far 
removed from railway transportation, 
was additional expense to the govern¬ 
ment, but it was unavoidable. 

The Provincial Attorney General’s 
Depryrtfnent has named R. A. Smith, 


Deputy Attorney General, as King’s 
Proctor, a new appointment which 
carries with it the right to interfere 
in divorce cases where public interest 
demands. This work has been carried 
on for some time by the Attorney 
General’s Department, without a def¬ 
inite appointment, which is now made. 

As a result of action taken by the 
railway department of the Provincial 
Government, through its Traffic Sup¬ 
ervisor, A. Chard, the Govemihent has 
obtained the privilege of having the 
members of the Provincial Police trav¬ 
el on railway lines at the same rates 
as Dominion Police. This will mean a 
considerable saving during the year to 
the Province. 

A ton and a half of Sitka spruce 
seed was shipped from New Westmin¬ 
ster, B. C., recently to Scotland for 
the British Forestry commission. Re¬ 
ports from the Old Country indicate 
that Sitka spruce seed has been found 
suitable for much of the land in the 
Scottish Highlands, and, where the 
commission has undertaken the task 
of replenishing the supply of timber, 
results have been very satisfactory. 

Scotsmen have come to Canada 
when the outlook was much worse 
than it is to-day. They worked hard 
and prospered, and their fellow-coun¬ 
trymen who are willing to do the same 
today can equal their record. The 
Scottish pioneer of an earlier day 
went through his trying times, and 
some Scottish settlers today are find¬ 
ing life*in Canada no bed of roses. 
But the Scots that have made good— 
and are making good—in Canada have 
been too busy working to find time to 
write complaining letters to the papers 
back home. 

Fifteen pairs of foxes arrived at 
Aldersyde last week form Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island for J. W. Jenkins Sons, 
and they were taken out to their new 
Alberta home where they appeal to 
be happy and contented. Th^ ranch 
construction is complete for thV pres¬ 
ent number of foxes but there will be 
23 pens erected, one pair to a pen, on 
final completion. Considerable inter¬ 
est is being manifested by many in 
this new enterprise and those desirous 
of visiting the ranch may do so during 
thenext two weeks, after which time 
pens will be closed to visitors. 

Mrs. Bowie, California widow, with 
stalwart sons, bent on farming, faced 
with the possible disintegration of her 
family, has come to Alberta to keep 
them together with her. She has pur¬ 
chased three sections, or nearly 2,000 
acres of fine farming land where they 
will lead a community life. In the 
centre of the area a house will be 
erected for Mrs. Bowie and her five 
unmarried sons. Each of the three 
married sons will have his own house 
close at hand, and a house will be 
erected for each of the others as he 
marries. Thus the family will re¬ 
main united, the houses being a com¬ 
munity centre, permitting an exchange 
of farm equipment and animals and 
tending towards the more economical 
operation of the lanu.

Mr. Purdy is 36 years of age and is 
highly respected as a man of integre- 
ty and possessed of sound business 
principles.

The Annual Provincial Seed Fair is 
to be held in Calgary, January 20 to 23 
duruig the U.F.A. Convention, and the 


Annual Convention of Alberta Seed 
Growers will be held at the same time. 
The programme for the convention 
includes interesting discussions led by 
prominent agriculturists. The usual 
annual dinner will be held at the 
Board of Trade, Calgary, January 22. 
Judging at the Seed Fair will take 
place January 20 and 21, and the fair 
will open to the public after 4 p.m. on 
January 21. 

While smashing records are being 
recorded here and there in connection 
with the marketing of grain, Blackie 
grain receipts continue to swell and 
the end is not yet. In the Southern 
part of the province, practically all 
grain has been marketed while here, 
much grain still remains in the farm¬ 
ers’ bins. Up till Saturday, 320 cars 
of grain have been shipped, consisting 
of 436,000 bushels of wheat and 6,000 
bushels of oats. It is estimated that 
upwards of 860,000 bushels of grain 
will be marketed here, which is re¬ 
markably good considering that Ma¬ 
zeppa shipped 186,000 bushels. 


The first train over the new exten¬ 
sion of the Peace River line from Ber¬ 
wyn to Whitelaw, made its trip dur¬ 
ing the past week. The extension is 
for 16 miles beyond Berwyn. 

Stove distillate is the name of a new 
fuel for domestic use that has made 
its appearance on the local market. 
The fuel is being put out by the Al¬ 
bert Refinery Company at Coutts, and 
along with the new fuel they are mar¬ 
keting a burner specially built for the 
distillate. > 

Already one special train of 22 
specially refrigerator cars has left 
Vancouver carrying Japanese oranges 
to the prairies for Christmas trade. 
The fruit was distributed to Edmon¬ 
ton, Saskatoon, Winnipeg and other 
points along the Canadian Naional 
main line. 

In Manitoba 57.1 per cent., Sas¬ 
katchewan 71.1 per cent., and Alberta 
62.1 per cent, of the population are 
actual residents on farms. Quite a 
number of people living in the urban! 
centers also operate farms. For the 
whole of Canada, official figures show! 
that 60.4 per cent of the poulation are 
rural dwellers. 

What is believed to be the highest 
price ever paid in Canada for a steer, 
was realized in the sale of J. M. Gard- 
house’s Merry Monarch, grand cham¬ 
pion of the Royal Winter Fair at Tor¬ 
onto. Its weight is 1,260 pounds, and 
the price paid was $1.60 per pound. 
The purchaser was T. Eaton Company. 

Samples of Northern Manitoba min¬ 
erals will be collected and sent To 
Rome, Italy, for inclusion in the In¬ 
dustrial Exhibition there, it wa^an- 
nounced by officers of the newly 
formed mining bureau of the Winni¬ 
peg Board of Trade. The Vatican In¬ 
dustrial Exhibition takes place every 
quarter century during Holy Year and 
exhibits from all parts of the world 
are displayed. 

Many western Canadians will spend 
Christmas in the Old Country this 
year. Two special trains left Winni¬ 
peg last week over the Canadian Na¬ 
tional lines for the Atlantic seaboard 
carrying passengers from the prairies 
and British Columbia to connect with 
Cunard liners. Another Canadian 
National special left on December 11 
with passengers for the White Star S. 
S. “Canada” and the Cunard S. S. 
“Carmania” sailing from Halifax on 
the 14th. 

Two new steamships, that are being 
built on the Clyde for the Canadian 
Pacific, when placed in service early 
next year, will be superior to any ves¬ 
sel that has ever operated on the Can¬ 
adian Coast, according tg> the manager 
of the Canadian Pacific Coastal Ser¬ 
vice.
